Prune Job

Small trees and shrubs dam­ 
ag ed by unseasonably low tem­ 
p eratures in May last y ear need 
minor surg ery now to p revent 
sp read of disease. 
By looking closely at the dead 
branches, y ou will notice many 
sunken areas with small dark 
structures the size of p in heads, 
say s R. E. Party ka, Ohio State 
University Ex tension p lant p ath­ 
olog ist. These are the fruiting 
bodies of fung i that have at­ 
tacked the injured wood. 
These fung i attack only wood 
weakened by such thing s as in­ 
sects, branches rubbing tog eth­ 
er, or as last y ear — bv frosts. 
This injury leaves op ening s for 
the fung i to enter. Once they ’re 
inside the stem, they cintinue 
to g row and often comp letely 
g irdle the branch, killing the 
area above the infected area. 
All dead and infected wood 
should be removed. If a canker 
is sp reading at low level on the 
p lant, y ou will p rune off a larg e 
p ortion of healthy wood. But if 
y ou don’t trim i now, he funt* 
g us will contine to g row and 
g irdle the branch.

or 
bury he 
Canker- 
infected branches . . . Also sp ray 
the shrubs with fix ed cop p er 
<50 p er cent) using two p ounds 
p er g allon of water. Several ap ­ 
p lications this sp ring may be 
help ful if other infected p lants 
are g rowing in the area. This 
will p rotect the healthy tissue 
but will not cure the diseased 
wood. 
The p lant also should be fer­ 
tilized and watered reg ularly to 
maintain g ood vig or.

If the field is to be left 
for lo ng er than this perio d, a 
third spray will be necessary .

IF FIRST cutting treatments 
hav e been pro perly timed, no 
further spray s fo r alfalfa weev ­ 
il may be necessary . 
Ho wev er, in all cases, care­ 
fully ex amine new sho o ts and 
cro wns immediately after hay 
is remo v ed. If substantial num­ 
bers o f larv ae o r adults are 
seen, treat the stubble immedi. 
ately o r the seco nd cutting will 
be set back serio usly . Use 15 to 
2 0 g allo ns o f water per acre.

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Solving the my stery of the dis­ 
ap p earing dollar requires, a bit 
of detective work, according to 
Miss Geraldine Olson, Ex tension 
family economics sp ecialist at 
Ohio State University . The fi­ 
nancial my stery of the family 
bank book has all the elements 
of a “who-dun-it”, comp lete with 
p lot, susp ects, villians and solu­ 
tion, she sas. 
The p lot of the disap p earing 
dollar story is the strateg y 
a 
family uses to achieve certain 
g oals, such as a home or a se­ 
cure retirement income, Miss OI 
son ex p lains. The family creates 
the p lot as it decided to send 
dollars in various directions. The 
my stery ’s main characters are 
the sp ending categ ories — food, 
clothing , 
housing , 
insurance 
transp ortation, medical care, 
recreation, saving s and invest­ 
ment, p ersonal care and so on. 
New dig out the susp ects that 
mig ht claim those dollars: 
How much is it costing the 
family to use credit? This mon­ 
ey could g o for other thing s. 
How much of the p ay check is 
sp ent before y ou g et it? Dollars 
may “disap p ear” in the form 
of items withheld, such as tax es 
and retirement. Or they may 
vanish into waiting bills for rent, 
insurance, and items already 
charg ed. 
How many items in the shop ­ 
p ing cart were net the shop p ing 
list? Mood often p lay s a p art in 
imp ulse buy ing — control y our 
emotions and y our money . 
Dollars can disap p ear fast for 
food, 
g ifts, 
decorations 
and 
trimming s for holiday and fam­ 
ily celebrations. 
Those less-than-a-doilar items 
can add up to hundreds of dol­ 
lars over a y ear. 
One real villain is the emer­ 
g ency sitution that arises, Miss 
Olson say s. It is usually emo­ 
tionally up setting and can strike 
a real blow to family finances, 
So can the unp lanned ex p enses, 
such as an unex p ected rep air 
bill. 
By this time, the detective is 
beg inning to see p laces to in­ 
vestig ate. To solve the diap p ear- 
ing dollar my stery , we must 
p ut all the family ’s ex p enditur­ 
es tog ether in such a way that 
we can see where the money 
is g oing . It’s a safe bet that the 


money available won’t sp read 
far enoug h to buy every thing the 
family wants. 
We must use what we know 
about the family ’s ex p enses to 
make better choices in sp ending 
and saving those dollars. 


Serve canned p ears “dressed”

Unseasonably warm weather 
in late March and early April 
has caused alfalfa weevil to 
stow up sooner than expected 
in some areas of Ohio. 
* Farmers In southern coonties 
already h a v e reported some 
hatch. If warm weather con­ 
tinues, farmers 
in 
Pickaway 
County can expect to find dam­ 
age earlier than normal, says 
B. D. Blair, Ohio State Univer­ 
sity Extension entomologist. 
The pest, which first appeared 
in Southeast Ohio in 1960, is ex. 
pected to hit all counties this 
year. Last year it caused dam­ 
age estimated at $7.3 million. 
Newly-hatched weevil larvae 
are about 1-32 of an inch long, 
mature larvae about 3-8 of an 
inch. They are green with black 
heads and have a distinct white 
stripe along the middle of their 
backs. They damage alfalfa by 
feeding on the leaves and plant 
terminals. 
* 4 #

Ap­ 
ply first spray when 50 to 75 per 
cent of the leaves or terminals 
stow f e e d i n g damage. This 
orobably will occur wh«*n the 
plants are only three inches to 
six inches tall. Use 15 to 20 gal­ 
lons of water per acre. 
Inspect fields seven to IO 
days after first treatment and 
apply second spray when 50 to 
75 per cent of the leaves or 


terminals show damage. Use 20 
gallons of water per acre. Plans 
should be made to cut alfalfa 14 
to 21 days after the second 
spray. If the field is to be left 
for longer than this period, a 
third spray will be necessary.

IF FIRST cutting treatments 
have been properly timed, no 
further sprays for alfalfa weev­ 
il may be necessary. 
However, in all cases, care­ 
fully examine new shoots and 
crowns immediately after hay 
is removed. If substantial num­ 
bers of larvae or adults are 
seen, treat the stubble lmmedi. 
ately or the second cutting will 
be set back seriously.

Frost Hit 
Shrubs Need 
Prune Job

Small trees and shrubs dam­ 
aged by unseasonably low tem­ 
peratures in May last year need 
minor surgery now to prevent 
spread of disease. 
By looking closely at the dead 
branches, you will notice many 
sunken areas with small dark 
structures the size of pin heads, 
says R. E. Partyka, Ohio State 
University Extension plant path­ 
ologist These are the fruiting 
bodies of fungi that have at­ 
tacked the injured wood. 
These fungi attack only wood 
weakened by such things as in­ 
sects, branches rubbing togeth­ 
er, or as last year — by frosts. 
This injury leaves openings for 
the fungi to enter. Once they’re 
inside the stem, they cintinue 
to grow and often completely 
girdle the branch, killing the 
area stove the infected area. 
All dead and infected wood 
should be removed, lf a canker 
is spreading at low level on the 
plant, you will prune off a Urge 
portion of healthy wood. But if 
you don’t trim i now, he funt- 
gus will confine to grow and 
girdle the branch. 
Burn or bury he Canker- 
infected branches . . . Also spray 
the shrubs with fixed copper 
(50 per cent) using two pounds 
per gallon of water. Several ap­ 
plications this spring may be 
helpful if other infected plants 
are growing in the area. This 
will protect the healthy tissue 
but will not cure the diseased 
wood. 
The plant also should be fer­ 
tilized and watered regularly to 
maintain good vigor.

Solving the mystery of the dis­ 
appearing dollar requires a bit 
of detective work, according to 
Miss Geraldine Olson, Extension 
family economics specialist at 
Ohio State University. The fi­ 
nancial mystery of the family 
bank book has all the elements 
of a “who-dun-it”, complete with 
plot, suspects, villians and solu­ 
tion, she sas. 
The plot of the disappearing 
dollar story is the strategy a 
family uses to achieve certain 
goals, such as a home or a se­ 
cure retirement income, Miss OI 
sod explains. The family creates 
the plot as it decided to send 
dollars in various directions. The 
mystery’s main characters are 
the spending categories — food, 
clothing, 
housing, 
insurance 
transportation, medical cars, 
recreation, savings and invest­ 
ment, personal care and so on. 
New dig out the suspects that 
might claim those dollars: 
How much is it costing the 
family to use credit? This mon­ 
ey could go for other things. 
How much of the paycheck is 
spent before you get it? Dollars 
may “disappear” in tile form 
of items withheld, such as taxes 
and retirement. Or they may 
vanish into waiting bills for rent, 
insurance, and items already 
charged. 
How many items in the stop­ 
ping cart were not the stopping 
list? Mood often plays a part in 
impulse buying — control your 
emotions and your money.

The importance of controlling 
the northern com rootworm to 
Ohio corn is becoming greater 
as farmers switch from grow­ 
ing corn in rotation to produc­ 
ing tile crop on the same fields 
year after year. 
Dr. J. B. PeUvka, research 
entomologist at the Ohio Agri­ 
cultural Research and Develop­ 
ment Center, reports that a sur­ 
vey of Ohio com growers com­ 
pleted last fall reveals how the 
producers am adopttag prac­ 
tices to control tho rootworm as 
farmers move into continuous 
corn production...................... 
Survey data was collected by 
personal interviews with farm­ 
ers to 27 of the state's impor­ 
tant com producing counties. 
The 179 farmers interviewed 
cultivated 26,723 acres of com 
in. 1966 — about 1.1 per cent of 
the state’s estimated com crop. 
Slightly more than 40 per cent 
of the com grown by those sur­ 
veyed was continuous com — 
that is, it bad been in com for 
three years or more and will be 
followed by com this year. Po­ 
in ts points out that thses find­ 
ings projected statewide indi­ 
cate that nearly 1.2 million acres 
of this year’s com crop will be 
grown in fields that produced 
com to 1966. • • •

of the corn rootworm. The sur­ 
vey indicated that more than 45 
per cent of 1966 crop corn was 
treated with a chemical for con­ 
trol of rootwomis and other 
soil insects attacking cora. On 
a statewide basis, this would 
mean that 1.34 million acres of 
Ohio’s 1966 crop received a soil 
insecticide application. 
Polivka says that aldrin was 
the insecticide m o s t widely 
used by the producers inter­ 
viewed, followed by heptachlor, 
diaztoon, chlordane, disulfotoq, 
parathion, and carbaryl to that 
order. 
The granular formulations of 
soil insecticides are most popu­ 
lar, according to the survey, no 
doubt because they are easier 
to handle and apply. Only one 
of the producers used a broad­ 
cast application of the insecti­ 
cide before planting.

Several common markets and 
other less unified trade blea 
exist today. 
Two of these already are op­ 
erating in Latin America: the 
Latin American Free Trade As­ 
sociation and the Central Amer­ 
ican Common Market These 
two systems would be joined, 
and by 1970 a Latin American 
common market created.

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When a small portion of a 
blood clot in the veins of the 
legs breaks off it begins to cir­ 
culate in the blood stream. This 
is called an embolus. A serious 
condition then arises if the em­ 
bolus lodges in the lungs and 
interfers with breathing. 
As so often happens, great 
scientific discoveries sometimes 
occur by pure accident Dr. 
Richard Sautter, working at the 
Marshfield Clinic in Wisconsin, 
was treating a Beverly sick wo­ 
man whose chance for survival 
was slim because of an embolus 
in the lung. 
In an effort to remove the tiny 
blood clot he used an enzyme, 
urokinase and found to his 
great surprise that the blood 
clot practically melted away 
miraculous way the patient be-! 
gan to breathe more easily, re 
gained consciousness and within 
24 hours was able to get out of 
bed. 
An enzyme is 
a complex 
chemical substance which plays 
an important role in the diges­ 
tion of food. It also acts in 
many other ways by producing 
chemical changes in the body 
without being destroyed itself. 
This particular enzyme, uro­ 
kinase, is found in the urine 
of human beings and is known 
to be able to dissolve fibrin, one 
of the ingredients in a blood 
clot. 
Since the first case many oth­ 
er patients have been treated 
in a similar way—all regaining 
health quickly, freed of the 
symptoms of difficult breathing 
and the incapacitation that so 
often accompanies this condi­ 
tion. 


It is hoped that this new en­ 
zyme will have important value 
in the treatment of blood clots 
in ail other parts of the body. 
The cases that are chosen for 
treatment are picked very care­ 
fully because there still are 
some problems which keep it 
from being used in all condi­ 
tions. 
Humanity is now after 25 
years reaping the full benefits 
of the knowledge of nuclear fis­ 
sion. Since first atomic energy 
was destructively used, It has 
given to scientists the isotopes, 
which are now being used for 
medical purposes. 
About 300 different radioac­ 
tive 
isotopes, 
byproducts 
of 
atomic energy, are now being 
used to treat cancers, tumors 
and in some forms at anemia.

addition to 
treatment, 
these isotopes are used in the 
diagnosis of thyroid disease, 
kidney and pancreas tumors, 
and in some forms af sneimia. 
These radioactive isotopes are 
used with safety to outline or 
gans of the body that formally 
could not be studied with any 
degree of success or accuracy. 
The liver and the brain have re 
vealed their secrets in health 
and disease when the penetrat­ 
ing isotopes reach the most in- 
accessable areas. 
And this is only the begin 
ning of the potential benefits 
that will eventually come from 
the nuclear age of medicine.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
reaction of Supreme Court jus­ 
tices to arguments at a wiretap 
case bearing suggests the death 
knell may sound soon for legal­ 
ized eavesdropping as it exists 
today. 
“Star chamber proceedings” 
was the description Chief Jus­ 
tice Ear! Warren gave to the 
way New York judges author­ 
ized such bugging. 
“Legalized burglary” was the 
description Justice William J. 
Brennan Jr. gave to Rte way 
official 
eavesdroppers 
gained 
access to two Manhattan offices 
in 1962 to plant microphones and 
collect evidence against a Chi­ 
cago public relations man. 
“This could have happened to 
n y house if I lived in New 
York,” said Brennan. “Maybe 
I’m glJd that I don’t.” 
Hundreds of judges and thou- 
sans of policemen are involve 
rn 
legalized 
eavesdropping, 
Warren said, “ and not one of 
them is subjected to any super­ 
vision of the way he did it.” 
There was no indication at the 
two-hour hearing Thursday that 
a majority of the nine justices is 
likely to decide that New York’s 
eavesdropping 
law 
can 
be 
squared with the U.S. Constitu­ 
tion. 
Typical of the currently con­ 
fused state of wiretapping law is 
that in 1928 the Supreme Court 
placed wiretapping outside the

Similarly, the court has held 
on separate occasions that if a 
spike microphone penetrates a 
wall the bugging-is illegal, but 
it’s legal if a listening device 
can be used without trespass.

Nevada and Oregon 
presently have laws permitting 
officials to eavesdrop if they 
obtain court permission.

JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing to amend Article VIII of 
tb s C on s titution of Ohio b y 
adding Section Z1 thereto, rela- 
SIts to croatIon of the Ohio Bond 
Commission. 


Be It resolved b y the General 
Assemb ly of the State of Ohio: 
Three-fifths of the m em b ers of 
each house concurring therein, that 
a special election is hereb y called 
to b e held on the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday In May. 1867, 
at which election s proposition to 
amend Article VIII of the Consti­ 
tution of Ohio as In this Joint Reso­ 
lution contained, shall b e sub mitted 
to the electors of the state for their 
roval or rejection on a separate 
ot without party designation of 
any kind. Said proposed amend­ 
ment shall b e pub lished once s 
week for five consecutive weeks 
preceding such election In at least 
one newspaper in each county of 
the stave where a newspaper is 
pub lished. If a majority of the 
electors voting on the same shall 
adopt said amendment. It shall b e­ 
come a part of the Constitution. At 
such special election all of the 
polling places of the state shall b e 
open m the same manner as when 
a question or Issue is sub mitted to 
electors throughout the entire state 
at a general election In any year, 
or as when s statewide primary 
election is held b efore the regular 
state election In even numb ered 
years. So far as applicab le, the elec­ 
tion procedure, duties of election 
officials, vote r qualification and 
registration, form of the b allot, 
counting, c e rtifyin g, transmitting 
and canvassing of the vote, use of 
voting and tab ulating equipment, 
right to vote b y ab sentee b allot, 


tag water Impoundment sites, flood 
control and reservoirs: for locks, 
wharves, docks and port develop­ 
ment; for sewer, water and refuse 
disposal projects; for water and air 
pollution control projects; for air­ 
ports, his to ric a l site s, lib raries, 
stadiums, parking facilities, hos­ 
pitals, and research and develop­ 
ment Institutions: for urb an rede­ 
velopment; and for pub lic housing 
projects for persons with limited 
Income. The commission is further 
authorized and empowered to ex­

with or to assist any political sub ­ 
division of the state or any other 
governmental entity of the state. 
The commission may also expend 
money to pay the costs of planning, 
engineering, legal services, surveys 
ana studies preliminary to or In 
conjunction with any such capital 
Improvement. 
In accordance with any require­ 
ments which the General Assemb ly 
may prescrib e b y law, the com­

Catholic Schools Face 
Dilemma over Tuition

Should parishes, already 30 
per cent delinquent in meeting 
local education assessments, be 
asked for even more money to 
keep such schools running? 
Should teachers who do not 
belong to religious orders be 
asked to work for much less 
than their public school counter­ 
parts? 
These are the major questions 
behind the wage dispute be­ 
tween the archdiocese of Phila­ 
delphia and tile Association of 
Catholic Teachers — a dispute 
that may bring on a strike Mon­ 
day. 
“We have an bonest-to-good- 
ness dilemma,*’ the Rev. Arthur 
J. Nace, controller of the arch­ 
diocese, said today. 
John J. Murray, president of 
the teachers association, says 
the association — representing 
about 400 of the 640 lay teachers 
— is flexible in its wage de­ 
mands “but the strike will be 
effective Monday unless a firm 
basis of salary 
negotiations, 
with an understanding of in­ 
creases, is promised.” 
The archdiocese operates 28 
high schools with some 58,000 
students in five counties in addi­ 
tion to Philadelphia. The area 
takes in cites such as Chester 
(populaton 63,000), 
Levittown 
(population 60,000), and Norris­ 
town (population 40,000).

Not if the schools wish to 
maintain their quality, says Mi­ 
chael F. Walsh, lawyer for the 
association. 
The school system has 640 lay 
teachers. A woman lay teacher 
starts at $4,300; a man, at $4,* 
500, with a maximum salary of 
$7,500. A Philadelphia public 
school teacher starts at $5,800, 
with his maximum $11,500. 
The teachers association is 
seeking a minimum salary af 
$5,000 and a maximum of $10,- 
OOO. The archdiocese has coun­

Unseasonably warm weather 
in late March and early April 
has caused alfalfa weevil to 
show up sooner than expected 
in some areas of Ohio. 
Farmers in southern counties 
already h a v e reported some 
hatch. If warm weather con­ 
tinues, farmers in 
Pickaway 
County can expect to find dam­ 
age earlier than normal, says 
B. D. Blair, Ohio State Univer­ 
sity Extension entomologist. 
The pest, which first appeared 
in Southeast Ohio in 1960, is ex­ 
pected to hit all counties this 
year. Last year it caused dam­ 
age estimated at 17.3 million. 
Newly-hatched weevil larvae 
are about 1-32 of an inch long, 
mature larvae about 3-8 of an 
inch. They are green with black 
heads and have a distinct white 
stripe along the middle of their 
backs. They damage alfalfa by 
feeding on the leaves and plant 
terminals. 
* • * 
CHEMICALS 
recommended 
for control are malathion, moth- 
oxy chlor, guthion, 
malathion- 
m e t h o x y c h l o r 
combina­ 
tion, methyl parathion, ethyl 
parathion, Alfa-tox, or Sevin. 
All of the chemicals, with the 
exception of malathion and Sev­ 
in carry limitations for pastur­ 
ing or harvesting following their 
use. 
Sevin is highly toxic to bees 
md should be applied either 
early in the morning or late In 
the afternoon. Ethvl oarathion 
should be used only by experi­ 
enced applicators. G u t h i o n 


should not be applied more than 
once between cuttings. 
An Ohio Cooperative Exten­ 
sion Service leaflet, available at 
the County Extension o f f i c e , 
gives further specifications for 
applying materials. 
Area recommendations are: 
Inspect alfalfa plants at least 
once a week, starting now. Ap­ 
ply first spray when 50 to 75 per 
cent of the leaves or terminals 
show f e e d i n g damage. This 
orobably will occur wh°n tho 
plants are only three inches to 
six inches tall. Use 15 to 20 gal­ 
lons of water per acre. 
Inspect fields seven to IO 
days after first treatment and 
apply second spray when 50 to 
75 per cent of the leaves or 


terminals show damage. Use 20. 
gallons of water per acre. Plans 
should be made to cut alfalfa 14 
to 21 days after the second 
spray. If the field is to be left 
for longer than this period, a 
third spray will be necessary. 
• a • 
IF FIRST cutting treatments 
have been properly timed, no 
further sprays for alfalfa weev­ 
il may be necessary. 
However, in all cases, care­ 
fully examine new shoots and 
crowns immediately after hay 
is removed. If substantial num­ 
bers of larvae or adults are 
seen, treat the stubble immedi­ 
ately or the second cutting will 
be set back seriously. Use 15 to 
20 gallons of water per acre.

Frost Hit 
Shrubs Need 
Prune Job 


By GEORGE HAMRICK

Agriculture 
Small trees and shrubs dam­ 
aged by unseasonably low tem­ 
peratures in May last year need 
minor surgery now to prevent 
spread of disease. 
By looking closely at the dead 
branches, you will notice many 
sunken areas with small dark 
structures the cise of pia heeds, 
says R. E. Partyka, Ohio State 
University Extension plant path­ 
ologist These are the fruiting 
bodies of fungi that have at­ 
tacked the injured wood. 
These fungi attack only wood 
weakened by such things as in­ 
sects, branches rubbing togeth­ 
er, or as last year — by frosts. 
This injury leaves openings for 
the fungi to enter. Once they're 
inside the stem, they cintinue 
to grow and often completely 
girdle the branch, killing the 
area above the infected area. 
All dead and infected wood 
should be removed. If a canker 
is spreading at low level on the 
plant, you will prune off a Urge 
portion of healthy wood. But if 
you don't trim i now, he flint- 
gus will confine to grow and 
girdle the branch. 
Burn or bury he Canker- 
infected branches . . . Also spray 
the shrubs with fixed copper 
(50 per cent) using two pounds 
per gallon of water. Several ap­ 
plications this spring may be 
helpful if other infected plants 
are growing in the area. This 
will protect the healthy tissue 
but will not cure the diseased 
wood. 
The pUnt also should be fer­ 
tilized and watered regularly to 
maintain good vigor. 


Solving the mystery of the dis­ 
appearing dollar requires a bit 
of detective work, according to 
Miss Geraldine Olson, Extension 
family economics specUlist at 
Ohio Stele University.

Dollars 
may “disappear" in the form 
of items withheld, such as taxes 
and retirement Or they may 
vanish into waiting bills for rent, 
insurance, and items already 
charged. 
How many items in the shop­ 
ping cart were not the shopping 
list? Mood often plays a part in 
impulse buying — control your 
emotions and your money. 
Dollars can disappear fast for 
food, 
gifts, 
decorations 
and 
trimmings for holiday and fam­ 
ily celebrations. 
Those less-than-a-dollar items 
can add up to hundreds of dol­ 
lars over a year. 
One real villain is the emer­ 
gency sitution that arises, Miss 
Olson says. It is usually emo­ 
tionally upsetting and can strike 
a real blow to family finances, 
So can the unplanned expenses, 
such as an unexpected repair 
MB.

Dr. J. B. Pettvka, research 
entomoieglst at the Ohie Agri­ 
cultural Research and Develop 
meat Canter, reports that a sur­ 
vey of Ohio ccm growers com­ 
pleted last fall reveals how the 
producers are adopting prac­ 
tices to control the rootworm as 
farmers move tate continuous 
cera production. 
... 
Survey data was collected by 
personal interviews with farm­ 
ers in 27 of tbs state’s impor­ 
tant coni producing counties. 
The 179 farmers interviewed 
cultivated 26,728 scree of corn 
in 1948 — about 1.1 per cent of 
the state's estimated corn crop. 
Slightly more than 40 per cent 
of the corn grown by those sur­ 
veyed was continuous corn — 
that is, it had beni in corn for 
three years or more and will be 
followed by corn this year. Po* 
livka points out that thses find­ 
ings projected statewide indi­ 
cate that nearly 1.2 million acres 
of this year's corn crop will be 
grown in fields that produced 
corn In 1908. • • • 
SINCE rootworm larvae that 
damage corn batch from eggs 
laid the previous year, the prob­ 
lem of damage is most critical 
in fields where continuous corn 
is produced. 
Several insecticides, applied 
at recommended rates at corn 
planting time, give good control 


of the corn rootworm. The sur­ 
vey indicated that more than 45 
per cent of 1966 crop corn was 
treated with a chemical for con­ 
trol of rootworms and other 
soil insects attacking corn. On 
a statewide basis, this would 
mean that 1.34 million acres of 
Ohio's 1966 crop received a soil 
insecticide application. 
Polivka says that aldrin was 
the insecticide m o s t widely 
used by the producers inter­ 
viewed, followed by heptachlor, 
diazinon, chlordane, disulfoton, 
parathion, and carbaryl in that 
order. 
The granular formulations of 
soil insecticides are most popu­ 
lar, according to the survey, no 
doubt because they are easier 
to handle and apply. Only one 
of the producers used a broad­ 
cast application of the insecti­ 
cide before planting. 
The other growers applied the 
insecticide in a band over the 
row with an insecticide attach­ 
ment on the corn planter.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—-Or­ 
ganizations representing most 
of the state’s Roman Catholic 
and Protestant churches will 
open a petition campaign April 
30 for higher welfare payments 
in Ohio.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
reaction of Supreme Court jus­ 
tices to arguments at a wiretap 
case bearing suggests the death 
knell may sound soon for legal­ 
ized eavesdropping as it exists 
today. 
“Star chamber proceedings” 
was the description Chief Jus­ 
tice Earl Warren gave to the 
way New York judges author­ 
ized such bugging. 
“Legalized burglary” was the 
description Justice William J.' 
Brennan Jr. gave to the way 
official 
eavesdroppers 
gained 
access to two Manhattan offices 
in 1962 to plant microphones and 
collect evidence against a Chi­ 
cago public relations man. 
“This could have happened to 
my house if I lived in New 
York.” said Brennan. "Maybe 
I’m glad that I don’t,” 
Hundreds of judges and thou- 
sans of policemen are involve 
in 
legalized 
eavesdropping, 
Warren said, “ and not one of 
them is subjected to any super­ 
vision of the way he did it.” 
There was no indication at the 
two-hour hearing Thursday that 
a majority of the nine justices is 
likely to decide that New York’s 
eavesdropping 
law 
can 
be 
squared with the U.S. Constitu­ 
tion 
Typical of the currently con­ 
fused state of wiretapping law is 
that in 1928 the Supreme Court 
placed wiretapping outside the 
constitutional 
ban 
on 
illegal 
searches and seizures but in 
1939 ruled that wiretap evidence 
was 
inadmissible 
in 
federal 
courts. 
Similarly, the court has held 
on separate occasions that if a 
spike microphone penetrates a 
wall the bugging is illegal, but 
it’s legal if a listening device 
can be used without trespass. 
New York, Maryland, Massa­ 
chusetts, Nevada and Oregon 
presently have laws permitting 
officials to eavesdrop if they 
obtain court permission. 
The court is looking into the 
New York law — and by impli­ 
cation the others — in reviewing 
tile 1964 conviction of Ralph 
Berger, a Chicago public rela­ 
tions man, for conspiring to 
bribe the chairman of the state 
liquor authority. 
Berger was 
sentenced to a year In prison. 
In 1962, a New York judge, 
Joseph A. Sarafite, gave the 


Manhattan 
district 
attorney’s 
office permission “to overhear 
and record by any instrument” 
conversations 
in 
two 
offices 
over a four-month period. 
Berger’s attorney, Joseph E. 
Brill of New York City, de­ 
scribed the bugging at the hear­ 
ing. He said a microphone was 
concealed in a telephone box 
and the conversations carried 
through wires to a “listening 
post” in another building where 
they were recorded. 
H. Richard Uviller, an assist­ 
ant New York County district 
attorney, argued police eaves­ 
dropping — when authorized by 


ta judge who has heard testimo­ 
ny similar to what he would 
consider before issuing a search 
warrant — does not conflict 
with tile Constitution.

conversations 
“were 
in 
furtherence of a conspiracy” 
and thus are the kinds of “fruits 
of crimes” the Supreme Court 
has said in the past may be 
used as evidence at trial.

WILBERFORCE. Ohio (A P )- 
Wilberforce University awarded 
degrees to 75 students in spring 
commencement exercises Fri­ 
day, and heard a Fordham Uni­ 
versity educator declare that 
“America owes little to extrem- 
iss of any srlpe.** 
The speaker was Dr. John J. 
Meng, executive vice president 
of Fordham University. 
During the ceremonies, an 
honorary degree of doctor of 
humanities was awarded Alonzo 
G. Wright of Cleveland, widely 
known Negro businessman. 
Dr. Meng said “such solid 
advances as this nation has 
made in the political, economic 
and social fields it owes prim­ 
arily to solid, forward looking 
moderates 
who 
instinctively 
shun extremists.” 
He said he was not making a 
plea for an end to demonstra­ 
tions, but that “I am now talk­ 
ing about methods and proced­ 
ures.’’

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — 
Trustees of Ohio State Univer­ 
sity approved Thursday more 
than $11 milUon in building pro­ 
jects, including tho first budd­ 
ing of the university’s new uni­ 
versity coUege cluster on the 
west campus.

Should parishes, already 30 
per cent delinquent in meeting j 
local education assessments, be 
asked for even more money to 
keep such schools running? 
Should teachers who do not 
belong to religious orders ho 
asked to work for much less 
than their public school counter­ 
parts? 
These are the major questions 
behind the wage dispute be­ 
tween the archdiocese of Phila­ 
delphia and the Association of 
Catholic Teachers — a dispute 
that may bring on rn strike Mon­ 
day. 
“We have an honest-to-good- 
ness dilemma,” the Rev. Arthur 
J. Nace, controller of the arch­ 
diocese, said today. 
John J. Murray, president of 
the teachers association, says 
the association — representing 
about 400 of the 640 lay teachers 
— is flexible in its wage de­ 
mands “but the strike will be 
effective Monday unless a firm 
basis of salary 
negotiations, 
with an understanding of in­ 
creases, is promised.” 
The archdiocese operates 28 
high schools with some 58,000 
students in five comities in addi­ 
tion to Philadelphia. The area 
takes in cites such as Chester 
(populaton 63,000), 
Levittown 
(population 60,000), and Norris­ 
town (population 40,000). 


The schools are financed by 
assessments on the 312 parishes 
— $150 per student 
The archdiocese says its no- 
tuition policy allows poor chil­ 
dren to receive a parochial 
schol education. “Archdioceses 
ail over the country admit that 
since they started charging tui­ 
tion, their schools have become 
middle-class schools,” explains 
Father Nace. 
Should 
the 
assessment be 
raised, then? 
“The individual parishioner 
cannot afford the assessments 
as they now stand. We just 
raised the assessment last year. 
Catholic people are just not ca­ 
pable of handling this load,” 
says Father Nace. 
Should the teacher be asked to 
work for less? 
Not if the schools wish to 
maintain their quality, says Mi­ 
chael F. Walsh, lawyer for the 
association. 
The school system has 640 lay 
teachers. A woman lay teacher 
starts at $4,300; a man, at $4,- 
500, with a maximum salary’ of 
$7,500. A Philadelphia public 
school teacher starts at $5,800, 
with his maximum $11,500. 
The teachers association is 
seeking a minimum salary of 
$5,000 and a maximum of $10,- 
000. Hie archdiocese has coun­ 
ter-proposed a staring salary of 
$4,700 for both men and women 
teachers 
and
